The originaf allotment for the conservation of ancient monuments for the 
year under report was Rs. 58,130. It was in the course of the year reduced to 
Rs. 57,660, out of which a sum of Rs., 56,035 was,,expended. The expendi- 
ture may bé divided under two heads as follows, —

_ SPECIAL REPAIRS: 4, 

Myohaung.—The special’ repait$ carried out’ at ‘Myohaung, Akyab 
District, consistéd of only ones item, namely :—Special repairs to the 
Shitthaung Temple. The temple hdd ‘been leaking very badly owing to its 
having been neglécted in the past tntil last- year when, besides some structural 
repairs executed td it as describ&d‘in thd report for that year, its roof was 
painted with bituménh which ‘preVehted the ledkage lo'someé extent. During 
the year under report maxphalting two ddats to ttle roof was carried out in 
order to stop the’ leakage entirely., At thé satke inde sdiné structural repairs 
were executed which consisted ih réhewing first class brickwork in cement, 
plugging thé gaps with cément mottar and ‘plastering the old brickwork in 
cement. The expenditure intufted’ amounted to Rs. 467 excluding agency 
charges at 114 per cent. ; 

Mandalay.—The items:.of works,under I1—Specialwepairs at Mandalay 
were :—(1) Removing old lithic inscriptions from the:temporary shed near the 
Patodawgyi Pagoda at Amarapura andyre-setting them under a suitable shed 
in Fort Dyfferin, (2) Constructing a two-seated latrine for the use of the 
durwans and their families living-on the east.of the Palace ‘and (3) Purchase 
of one table show-case with drawers for the Archzological Museum in the 
Palace. saato : it Foes ft . 

The lithic inscriptions removed, frorm Amarapuraxto Fort Dufferin, 
Mandalay, are very important for the study of Burmese history, both political 
and religious as well as philalagicah and linguistic. shhey, were preserved in 
an open shed with plain iron, roof near the Patodawgyi Pagoda. As this 
shed is of a temporary nature and isin am ,eut-of-the-way place not easily 
accessible to scholars and others interested in the history of Burma, it was 
suggested as early as about 1924 thatthe inseribed stone slabs should be 
removed therefrom and re-erected ina permanent shed in Fort Dufferin, 
Mandalay. But the suggestion could not be acted upon for want of funds 
until the-.yearunder report. The temporary shed. at Amarapura measures 
110’x 30! aud’ céntained 433 inscribed stones erected in 36 rows, each 
row containing 10 to 14 stone slabs -ef various sizes, the largest -measuring 
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7 feet in height, 3 feet in width and 5 inches in thickness, while the 
smallest being of 1 foot in height, 9 inches in width and 3 inches in thickness. 
The collection on careful examination was found to include nine stone 
slabs the writings on which had become entirely obliterated and illegible. 
These nine stone slabs bore Nos. 255,280, 286, 364, 397, 410, 414, 424 and 
425 respectively, and they were left at Amarapura. The rest numbering 424 
stone slabs have been removed and re-erected in 36 rows in the new shed con- 
structed for the purpose on the piece of land south of King Mindon’s Tomb 
and west of the Clock Tower in Fort Dufferin, Mandalay. The new shed 
measures 144’x 48’ and consists of engyin and pyingado round posts 
provided with cement concrete round post footings and supporting a double 
corrugated iron roof and expanded metal walling round it with two doors of 
two leaves each, one in the north wall and the other in the south wall. The 
roof is painted red while the walling is painted green, and the floor is of 
precast reinforced concrete slab. The expenditure incurred amounted to 
Rs. 17,692 excluding agency charges, 

It may be mentioned that besides those 424 inscribed stone slabs which 
have been removed to Mandalay there are 199 fragments of inscribed stone 
slabs big and small, which were heaped up or lying scattered about outside the 


temporary shed at Amarapura but which have now been removed into it to 


save them from the ravages of rain and weather. They were not removed to 
Mandalay with the other stone slabs as it was considered that they should first 
be examined, those fragments that could be pieced being done so, and listed 
and labelled. This work has been commenced but will take a long time to 
complete. When the fragments have been examined, listed and labelled, a 
proposal for their removal to Mandalay with estimates of cost will be submitted 
to the Government. 

The Mandalay Palace durwans and their families numbering about fifty 
persons live on the east of the Palace in Fort Dufferin. They cannot use the 
latrine on the south of the Mandalay Palace Model Shed west of the Palace 
which has been provided by the Mandalay Cantonment Authority for the use 
of the durwans, sweepers and malis on duty on the Palace platform, as it is too 
far from their quarters. They were using a two-seated latrine situated near 
their quarters and belonging to the Mandalay Cantonment Authority, but that 
Authority proposed to remove it as it looked very old and insanitary and the 
Superintendent, Archzeological Survey, was asked to provide a new latrine 
forthem. Hence a new two-seated latrine was constructed for them at a 
cost of Rs. 308 excluding agency charges. 

The proposal to open an Archzological Museum in the Palace at Mandalay 
referred to in Section IV at page 23 of the Report for the year 1939-40 has 
become an established fact. The Museum was opened to the public from the 


_Ist August 1940 with two wall show-cases and two free-standing show-cases in 


it. The articles exhibited in the wall show-cases are terracotta plaques and 
those in the free-standing show-cases consist of terracotta votive tablets and 
images of Buddha and other objects in stone and bronze which are comparatively 
light. But there are some interesting stone sculptures from Hmawza which 
are heavy and cannot safely, be placed and exhibited on glass shelves in the 
free-standing show-cases. Therefore a table show-case with drawers measuring 
8’ x 4/2” and 4'6}” in height was purchased at a cost of Rs. 350. It has been 
introduced into the Museum, and some heavy interesting stone sculptures 
from Hmawza are exhibited on it, the drawers thirty-two in number being used 
for storing replicas of small antiquities not required for exhibition. 


Ava.—There was only one item of work under I—Special Repairs at Ava, 
namely : Acquisition of land around the Watch Tower and for approach roads 
to that monument and the Okkyaung. The Watch Tower had no land around 
it, and there were no proper approach roads to it and to the Okkyaung, not 
very far from it. In order to keep the Watch Tower clear of vegetation and 
jungles and to demarcate approach roads to it and to the Okkyaung, land 
measuring ‘65 acre was acquired. The expenditure incurred in connection 
therewith amounted to Rs. 132-2-0 of which Rs. 43 excluding agericy charges 
was the cost of proper demarcation of the land and Rs. 89-2-0 the amount of 
compensation paid for portions of the land acquired. 
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Prome.—The special repairs carried out at Prome consisted of only one 
item, namely :—Preservation of inscription stones at the Shwesandaw Pagoda 
and the Deputy Commissioner’s Court. There are four inscription stones of 
which three are at the Shwesandaw Pagoda and the remaining one al the 
Deputy Commissioner’s Court. . When inspected in December 1940 they were 
found to have been entirely neglected in the past. They were all partly buried 
in the ground, and one of the inscribed stones at the Sltwesandaw was broken. 
An estimate for their preservation amounting to Rs. 122 excluding agency 
charges was prepared and funded,.and the work was carried out by the Public 
Works Department. All the stones were unearthed, and the broken stone at 
the Shwesandaw was reset in cement mortar coloured to match the, adjoining 
surface of the stone. The Shwesandaw Pagoda inscription stones were then 
fixed in plumb on a base of cement concrete at the Pagoda, and the inscription 
stone at the Deputy Commissioner’s Court was also treated in the same manner 
in its original site. The expenditure incurred on the work amounted to 
Rs. 121 excluding agency charges. 


Pagan.—tThe item of special repair work at Pagan was the preservation 
of inscription stones and wall-paintings in some temples there at a total cost 
of Rs. 951 undertaken departmentally by the Superintendent, Archzological 
Survey. During his visit to the locality in October 1941 he found many stone 
inscriptions and wall-paintings in some temples entirely neglected. The stone 
inscriptions constitute very valuable historical documents, while the wall- 
paintings are important for the purpose of researches into the history of 
painting in Burma. The inscribed stones were found either lying or partly 
buried in temples, or exposed to rain and weather, and the paintings on the 
point of falling off the walls of temples which they decorate. It was considered 
that if timely action were not taken to preserve them they would soon 
deteriorate and archeology would suffer a great loss in their final destruction 
or disappearance. It was accordingly decided to do something for their 
preservation, and the measures which were carried out are described below :— 


Preservation of inscription stones.—An inscription stone lying buried 
under a fallen brick-building known as the Nga-saung-gyan monastery in rain 
at Minnanthu was dug up, removed and erected in the western porch of the 
A-saw-kywan Pagoda situated at a distance of about 150 feet to the north of 
the Nga-saung-gyan. - 

An inscription stone found in the Mingalate Pagoda in ruin at Minnanthu 
was removed to the Pokalon Pagodd at a distance of about 150 feet to the 
south of the Mingalate and erected on a common brick base with the inscription 
stone originally found therein. 

An inscription stone found lying onthe ground at a distance of about 
50 feet to the east of the Ajagona Pagoda at Minnanthu was removed and 
erected in the vestibule of the temple. 

An inscription stone found lying in the Tilukon Pagoda situated in the 
middle of a plantation about two furlongs to the north of the Ajagona Pagoda 
at Minnanthu was erected on the brick pedestal found inside the same Pagoda. 

An inscription stone found lying in Pagoda No. 310 (ga) situated at a 
distance of about two furlongs to the north of the Winidho Pagoda and at the 
same distance to the north-west of the Ajagona Pagoda at Minnanthu was 
erected in situ. 

An inscription stone found lying on the ground at a distance of about 
70 feet.to the south of the Maung-yon-gu, Pagoda No. 63, at Minnanthu was 
removed and erected in the Pagoda. 

The Winidho Pagoda at Minnanthu contains two inscription stones, one of 
which was broken. The broken stone was reset in cement mortar and erected 
on a brick base against the wall of the Pagoda. 

To the north-west of the Winidho is a group of monuments among which 
are two pagodas, Nos. 337 and 338. Tothe south of these are two ruined 
temples each containing an inscription stone. The inscribed stone found in 
the castern one of the two temples was removed to Pagoda No. 338 and that 
found in the other temple to Pagoda No. 337, and therein they were set up 

each on a brick base. 
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Am inscription stone found buried ynder the debris of the A-saw-lat 
Temple which had collapsed at the northern end of Ma‘To’s plantation at 
Minnanthu was removed and re-erected in the eastern porch of the Thinganyon 
Pagoda. 


Two inscription stones found lying in the Malonpyit Pagoda at a distance . 


of about 150 feet to the south of the Malapyit Pagoda at Minnanthu was erected 
in situ. 

The. Nga-khwe-nyo-gu at a distance of about two furlongs to the south- 
east of the Malonpyit Pagoda at Minnanthu contains an inscription stone 
broken into fragments. The fragments were pieced and held in a wooden 
frame and the stone thus mended was set up ona brick base in the same 
pagada, 

An inscription stone Gound lying in the Tatkalezedi Pagoda situated at a 
distance of about 200 feet to the west of the Thanbula Temple at Minnanthu 
was erected in silu. 

A corrugated iron roof was erected over the Amana inscription stone at 
Minnanthu to protect it from the ravages of rdin and weather to which it has 
heen exposed. 

An inscription stone found lying in.the Sinbyushin Pagoda at Minnanthu 
was erected.on a brick base in the north-east corner of the eastern porch of 
the Pagoda. 

A ruinous temple situated at a distance of about 50 feet to the north-west 
of the Sinbyushin Pagoda at Minnanthu contained two inscription stones, 
These were removed to the Sinbyushin Pagoda, and the one with four lines 


of writing on it was-erected in the south-west’ corner, and the other which is. 


triangular'in shape in the south-east corner of the eastern porch of the pagoda, 
the latter stone being provided with a brick base. 

An inscription stone which stood at the north door-opening of a ruined 
temple situated at, a distance of about 200 feet to the south-east of the 
Sinbyushin Pagoda at Minnanthu was removed and re-erected in the north; 
west corner of the eastern porch,of the Sinbyushin Pagoda. 

To the east of the Sinbyushin Pagoda at Minnanthu at a distance of about 
500 feet from it isa row of six temples‘standing north to south. The third 


templ¢ from the southern-most one contains a stone inscription. As the stone - 


was found, lying, it was erected in situ. 

, The Sawhlawun Pagoda situated at a distance of about two furlongs to the 
south-east of the Sinbyushin Pagoda at Minnanthu contains two inscription 
stones. , ,These were found lying and.were erected in situ. 

To the east of the Sawhlawun Pagoda at Minnanthu ata distance of about 
He feet from it is the Ngalugu, Pagoda which contains an inscription stone. 

s the stone was found lying on the floor, it was set up i” situ. 

In the Zanthi Pagoda at, Minnanthy was found a stone inscription which 
was broken into three fragments. The fragments were pieced with cement 
mortar, and the stone thus mended was set up in the Pagoda. 

The fragments of an inscription stone, found in the Tauk-hlawga Pagoda 
situated at a distance of about 100 feet ta the north-east of the Zanthi Pagoda 
at Minnanthu were also pieced with cement mortar, and the mended stone 
was set up in the same pagoda. 

Edging with cement was done to the inscribed surfaces of stones which 
showed signs,of flaking in the, inscription shed at the Lemyethna Pagoda in 
Minnanthu ; leaning stone slabs inside the shed were fixed in plumb ; one in- 
scribed, stone outside the shed was removed and re-erected in it ; and a small 
inscribed stone which was broken into pjeces was reset in cement mortar and 
held in a wooden frame and erected on a brick hase in the shed. 

Two inscription, stones, one belonging to the Thitmati Temple and the 
other to the Thitmati, Kalagyaung (a brick monastery) in ruin, were removed 
and erected on a spot about 50 feet to the east of the monastery which is about 
100 feet to the north of the templeand a corrugated iron roof was erected 
over them to protect them from the injurious effect of rain and weather. The 
northern stone belqnged to the Thitmati Temple and the southern stone to the 
Thitmati Kalagyaung, 


Inscription stones found lying in the, Peinne Pagoda, the Zeyaput Pagoda ° 


and the Than-pyan-zwa Pagoda at Minnanthu were set up in situ,

The whole stone thus m¢nded was set up in situ and a 
amall brick shed was erected. over it for its protection from rain and weather. 
Petty repairs were carried out to the Thettawshe-Maung-Hnan inscription 
shed west of the Shwezigon Pagoda at Nyaung-u. ‘ 

The Sawdaw-u Kyaung inscription stone on the top of the Theingon 
east of the Shwegyaung also known as Tet-nwe-chaung at Wetkyi-in was 
removed therefrom to the Pagan Museum. 

An inscription stone in Pagoda No. 235 at a distance of about 200 feet 
to the west of the Alodawpyi-gu which,is situated at a distance of one 
furlong to the south-east of the Tilominlo Pagoda at Pagan was erected on 
a brick base. ; : 

The inscription stone from the Sabwehmauk Pagoda where it was;found 
broken into forty-four fragments was brought tq the Pagan Museum. last year. 
The inscription has now been carefully restored and get up in a wooden frame 
on a brick base. ‘ 


Preservation of wall-paintings.—There are numerous small temples 
at’ Pagan which are not protected under the Ancient Monuments Preservation 
Act and the internal surfaces of the walls of which are adorned with paintings 
worthy of preservation at the public expense. ‘The paintings in the following 
temples among them. were attended to during’the year under report :—

(2) Pagoda No. 337 to the north-west of the Winidho Temple at 
; Minnanthu. ! 
(3) Pageda No. 338 to the north-west the Winidho Temple at Min- 
nanthu. ; 
(4) The:Asawkywan ‘Temple at Minnanthu. 
(5):The Ajagona Temple at Minnanthu. i 
(6) The Maung-yon-gu Temple at Minnanthu. 
(7) Fhe Pokalon Temple at Minnanthu. 
(8) The Khemawara Temple (No. 224) at Wetkyi-in. 


The measures carried out consisted in fixing down and edging with cement 
the loose and broken plaster on which the paintings were executed with a 
view to preventing them, from falling off the walls and grouting the cracks 
and crevices in the latter with cement mortar. 


Payathonzu.—The item of special repair work at Payathonzu near Pegu 
was also preservation of inscriplion stones at a cost of Rs. 199 undertaken 
departmentally by the Superintendent, Archeological Survey. During his 
visit to Pegu in May 1940, he inspected the inscription stones at the Ajapala, 


- the Mahabodhi, the Cankamana, the Animisa and the Shwekhwethmyaw 


Pagodas at Payathonzu and found them exposed to rain and weather. As they 
constitute important documents, steps were taken for their preservalion. 
The.Ajapala two-faced stone has now been sheltered under a corrugated 
iron roof with wooden trellis walling and a door which can be kept locked. 
The Mahabodhi, the Cankamana, the Animisa and the Shwekhwethmyaw 
stones have been sheltered under temporary dhani sheds. 
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ANNUAL REPaIRs, 


Mandalay.—At Mandalay the annual repairs to the Palace consisted in 
tebuilding part of the retaining wall of its platform, straightening the 
Shwesaungdaw or King’s Apartments and the roof of the north wing of the 
Palace Museum, providing brick footings to wooden posts and renewing the 
l inch engyin flooring of the Apartments of the Central Queen at a cost of 
Rs. 7,500 excluding Public Works Department agency charges at 114 per 
cent and those to the Pyaithats on the Fort Walls consisted as usual in 
renewing decayed teak wood carvings and +4 inch double engyin plank 
roofings of existing Pyatthats and earth-oiling them with red ochre at «cost 
of Rs, 4,000 excluding Public Works Department agency ‘charges. 

The gardens on the Palace platform received their share of attention. A 
sum of Rs. 3,824 excluding agency charges was expended on the’maintenance 
of the lawns and flower beds. 

The annual repairs to the Royal Tombs consisted in renewing glass 
mosaic work, plastering and whitewashing where these items were necessary 
and undertaking other petty repairs at a cost of Rs. 146 excluding agency 
charges. 

The Archeological Department continued to maintain the temporary 
establishment of durwans and sweepers employed on the Palace platform ata 
cost of Rs. 3,430. It also continued to pay Rs. 10 per month to the Mandalay 
Cantonment Authority as charges for the conservancy services rendered in 
respect of a two-seated latrine provided by that authority for the use of the 
durwans, sweepers and malis on duty on the Palace platform. The services: 
of the temporary custodian of the Archzeological Museum in the Palace on a 
monthly salary of Rs: 50 fixed per month was also retained throughout the 
year except for eight days in February to March 1941, which intervene 
between the resignation of the old incumbent of the post and the appointment 
of the new one. ' 

The Remains of the Atumashi Kyaung or Incomparable monastery in the 

Eastern Cantonment Area of Mandalay are a protected monument, There 
had been a durwan appointed to look after them and paid for, by the Mandalay 
Municipality. But in 1939 the Municipal Committee considered that as the 
remains are outside the Municipal limits, the payment of the salary for the 
durwan was not an appropriate charge on the Municipal Fund, and accord- 
ingly it discharged the man on the Ist, March 1939. The result was that in 
March 1940, vegetation and jungles were found to have grown on and around 
the remains which possess a treasure in the stucco-work and plaster carvings 
round the walls of the remains of the corridor passage: As these carvings 
form a link in the long chain of Burmese plaster Carvings, they are considered 
worthy of preservation at the public,éxpense. In order therefore to keep the 
remains Clear of vegetation and jungles all the year round and also to secure 
the immunity of the plaster carvings from injury at the hands of unscrupulous 
persons, a durwan was employed at the remains by the Archeological Depart- 
ment from the Ist July 1940, on a scale of pay of Rs. 14 —}—17 per mensem 
with a good conduct allowance of Rs. 2 per mensem to men who have served 
not less than five years on Rs. 17 per mensem. 


Pagan.—The cost of the annual repairs and maintenance of the protected 
monuments at Pagan amounted to Rs. 6,189 exclusive of agency charges 
during the year under report. It was made up of Rs. 2,034, being the cost of 
maintaining a temporary work-charged establishment of twelve durwans, two 
to look after the Pagan Museum and ten to look after the protected 
monuments, Rs, 261, being the cost of maintaining a gang for repairing the‘ 
approach roads to protected monuments and clearing the jungles in their 
compound and Rs. 3,894, being the cost of repairs to monuments. Among 
the repairs mention may be made of the following :— 

The Dhammayangyi being the biggest temple at Pagan and not having 
undergone special repairs consumed most of the allotment for annual repairs to 
protected monuments at the place. The amount spent on it was, Rs. 2,480-2-0, 
and the work carried out consisted in repairing the cornices on the north face 
of the temple and the weather board roofings on the east, north and west sides 
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i in lime mortar, grouting the cracks in the arches 
arent on the es and north sides and those on 
the porches with cement, surkhi and stone powder, uprooting 
tng on the temple, the bricks around them removed for the purpose 
éaid in lime mortar and clearing debris in the compound. _ : 
fx the Thetkyamuni Pagoda at Nyaung-u the flooring was levelled with 
sc-concrete, and the cracks and crevices through which rain water had. 
Sie were filled up with cement mortar. The broken plaster was also 
with cement and stone powder, and all the openings were provided 
expanded metal doors to prevent ingress of cattle and undesirable 
te; ‘The expenditure incurred amounted to Rs. 432-13-0. 

4 Ja the Kondawgyi Pagoda also at Nyaung-u the flooring was levelled 
¢ement concrete and the gaps beneath the doors were closed with cement 
te blocks. The loose bricks in the arch on the south side were.taken 
and relaid in lime mortar. The amount spent was Rs. 10. 

. The Nagayon Pagoda at Myinpagan was found to have trees growing on 
te, /'The trees were uprooted and the bricks around them removed for the 
purpose were relaid in lime mortar at a cost of Rs. 52-12-0. 

In the Thanbula Temple at Minnanthu the flooring was levelled with 
cement concrete and’ the broken plaster on the walls was edged off with 
cement and stone powder. Expanded metal No. 42 and 13” x1} ks iron 
frames were indented and received for providing doors to the openings of 
the pagoda, But this could not be done during the year under report for 
want of time and will be done next year. The expenditure incurred amounted 
to Rs. 180-15-0. ) 

The Nandamanya Temple at Minnanthu was found to have trees growing 
onit. The trees were uprooted, the bricks around them removed ‘for the 
purpose being relaid in lime mortar. Expanded metal No. 42 and 14 x 1Y 
L_ iron frames were indented and‘received for providing doors to the openings 
of the pagoda. But this could not be done during the year under report for 
want of time and will be done next year. The amaunt spent was Rs. 72-2-0. 

In the Payathonzu at Minnanthu the broken plaster on the walls was 
edged off with cement and stone powder. Expanded metal No. 42 and 
1¥’x 14”L iron frames were indented and received for providing doors to the 
openings of the pagoda. But this could not be done during the year under 
report for want of time and will be done-next year. The expenditure ineurred 
amounted to Rs, 171-5-0. 

An open shed was erected over the inscription stones in the compound 
of the Lemyethna Pagoda at Minnanthu at a cost of Rs: 202, and another shed 
was constructed in the compound of the Pagan Museum at a cost of 
Rs. 262-7-0 for the purpose of placing in it the inscription stones brought from 
other places. 

Hmawza.—At Hmawza, Preme District, the area round the base of the 
Bawbawgyi Pagoda which was low and unevén was filled with earth and 
levelled, the brick enclosure wall of the monument whitewashed and the 
jungle growing on the structure cleared. The wooden fencings round the 
Bebe and Lemyethna Temples which had deteriorated were repaired and 
coaltarred. e expenditure incurred on the three monuments amounted’ 
to Rs. 768 excluding agency charges. : ; 

The Kyaukka Thein sculpture shed was’ inspected during the year under, 
report and was found in need Of some attention. Accordingly an estimate 
providing for the necessary repairs to the ‘shed was prepared and funded, and 
the work was executed by the Public Works Department which consisted in 
repairing the floor and walls and painting the corrugated iron roof with red 
corrugal paint at a cost of Rs. 121 excluding agency charges. 

The Archeological Department continued to employ the durwan looking 
after the abovementioned sculpture shed and another on the west of the old 
Palace site and the: ancient monuments and antiquities in the locality, the 
expenditure incurred on account of his wages during the year under report 
amounting to Rs. 204. 


Myohaung.—A sum of Rs. 521 excluding agency charges was allotted 
during the year under report for annual repairs to the four protected 
monuments at Myohaung, Akyab District, namely ;—the Shitthaung Temple, 
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the Dukkanthein Temple, the Andaw Temple and ‘the Ratanabon Pavoda. 
Out of that allotment a sum of Rs. 520-8-0 was actually spent, the work carried 
out consisting in scraping and clearing the moss and grass from the Shitthaung 
Temple and its compound, painting’the iron works in that temple, dismantling 
the dilapidated stone wall at the front entrance and re-erecting it with cément 
and jungle clearing within the compounds of the Dukkanthein, the Andaw 
and the Ratanabon. 

_ It may be mentioned that of those four protected monuments at Myohaung 
the Shitthaung Temple is now in a much better condition than it was a yéar 
or two ago. Buta portion of the 'roof of the Andaw Temple was reported to 
have fallen in and the inner surface of the roof of the Dukkanthein Ternple' 
was said to be showing distinct signs of caving in. The Superintendent, 
Archaeological Survey, being single-handed with much work to do-in Burma 
proper, has not yet been able to revisit Arakan. He has, however, proposed’ 
to go there next cold season, that is, about November’ 1941, to: explore 
Myohaung and Vesali and conduct excavations there. He will then inspect the 
protected monuments at the former place and draw up detailed notes for their 
conservation.’ ‘ 

During the visit of the Superintendent, Archzeological Survey, to 
Myohaung in April to May 1940 he found that in the Shitthaung Temple somé 
of the interesting stone sculptures had been painted white, blue and othe? 
colours by, it was said, devotees of Buddhism, and the pairits had somewhat 
obliterated certain details of the sculptures. The Archeological, Department 
has a'serious objection to painting old: sculptures and other objects of antiqua: 
rian interest in ancient monuments, and such action, it was feared, would be 
repeated in the protected monuments at Myohaung in the absence of a durwan 
to look after them. A»durwan has therefore been appointed to look after'the 
montiments and also the sculpture shed.on the old Palaeé site at Myohauh 
fronr'the Ist July 940 on a-scale of pay of Rs. 1441? per mehserh ‘with 4 
goed conduct allowance of Rs, 2 per mensemm to men who have servéd not, less 
than five years on Rs.:17' per fhensem. / 


Atmarapura and other places.—The annual repairs carried out, to the 
protected monuments at Amarapura. and other places not mentioned, above 
consisted mainly in jungle clearing, patching with plaster,, white-washing, ‘coal, 
tarring, earth oiling, and undertaking petty, repairs to them. The expenditure 
incurred on each monument or group of monuments is shqwn, jn Appendix B 
to this Report. : CF 

The Public Works Department continued to employ caretakers to look 
after the protected’ monuments at Sagaing, Mingun and Ava, one, at each 
locality, while.at Amarapura two caretakers were employed ag in. previous 
years, one by the abovementioned Department to look after the Remains of 
Bodawpaya’s Palace and the Royal Tombs, ajd the other by the Archeologi- 
cal Department to attend to the Taungthaman Kyauktawgyi Temple and the 
inscription shed near the Patodawgyi, Pagoda. The, latter Department also 
employed from the Ist July 1940 to the end of the year ynder report one 
additional durwan on a scale,of pay of Rs. 14—4—17 per mensem with’a good 
conduct allowance of Rs. 2 per mensem to men who have serve not less than,

Because of human habitation at such a historic site, human hands "had 
been and are being responsible “for the depredations done tothe reétainin 
walls-of the palace-plattorm-and disappearance of a large number of stone 
bricks of which the palace-buildings’and walls were built. 

‘Tt is hoped that when these public premises had lived their span of Jife 
they are not-rebuilt:at the same site any more and that ‘they give place‘to a 
more-deserving structure as suggested ‘above, namely : a good archzelegical 
myseum with its surrounding garden. ; 

Mrohaung; which has ‘now become a township headquarters, is situated at 
the head of ‘atbranch ofthe Kaladan River, about 50 miles from its mouth, 
The town is on a rocky plain surrounded by hills. . 

Except.a.stone quadrangular pillar to the left side’ of the entrance-df the 
southern approach to the Shitthaung Temple which probably was brought over 
from Wethali, ‘the antiquities of Mrohaung date chiefly from the 15th ‘and 
16th centuries’. i 

The stone pillar bears writing on its four:faces as well -as on top of it.

_ On the-West face is the third: inscription which can, be read fairly -com- 
pletely except for the first eight lines. 

‘The following abseresdons madé by Professor Johnstone in his letter to 
Professor Luce on this document which he calls the Anandacandra’s inscrip- 
tion are interesting and thought-provoking : 


“The script is extraqrdingrily close to that of the Apsad inscription ‘ 


(Coxpus Inscription Indicarsm, Volume HfI, plate, 28), which dates from -650 
A.D. ona little later ; probably it is somewhat later than that, and’ I should.be 
inclined, by comparison with the coins which I mention later, to put it early 
in the eight century. The datings I suggest are all subject to its being safe 
to apply Indian criteria to Arakanese inscriptions. So far I am much impressed 
with the similarity of these inscriptions and of the coing with similar evidence 
in India ;.all the more so that the inscription from.the Sandoway District 
whsch I asked: you about cannot be paralleled fromeIndian sources so far I 
can see. :

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The Ratanapon Pagoda.—Forty feet to the north of the outer wall 
of: the Andaw shrine rises the’enclosure of the Ratanapon Pagoda, Itisa 
solid stupa of'stone bricks built by King Minpalaung who reigned: over Arakan 
from -1571 A.D: to 1593 A.D.' Very lately in mid-July the archzological 
durwan stationed at Mrohaung reported that the pagoda had fallen down. The 
Honorary Archaeological Officer at Arakan and the Executive Engineer‘at 
Akyab have been réquested to report on the extent of damage” and the 
approximate cost for restoration should it be done. 

Jungle:clearing at several sites in this historic city of the Myauk-u dynasty 
had revealed to me that there are in this area besides the above four monu- 
ments many interesting structures of different dimensions, shapes and sizes 
awaiting the attention of ‘the Department. As already stated above it was 
rather unfortunate that I could not stay there long enough to draw up a list 
with.a:short description each of these long neglected medieval monuments for 
recommendation to Government to be'declared as protected property. It is 
hoped that I will be able to do this work next cold: season when I propose to 
visit Arakan again. 

All the. mobile antiquities that I discovered near the old temples, pagodas 
and monasteries hidden hitherto under thick-grown vegetation weré collected 
and deposited in the Sculpture Shed. 

“1 »Thelist which is given in this Report in Section IV will indicate’ the 
nature of the objects.lighted upon and the extent of exploration done during 
my short stay in the land of sand-stone structures and sculptures,

Hindu’ Sculptures oh the Wunti hill.—Besides the easily moveable 
minor antiquities theré were discovered also huge stone slabs bearing in high 
and low reliefs figures of four-handed Hindu gods. As they are too heavy to 
be traasported from one place to another they had to be left as they were. Of 
the stone sculptures which are now lying in situ mention may be made of the 
ones onthe Wunti-hill. (Seé Plate I.) ; 

The Wuntitaung (or Wantitaung) is about 4 mile to the north-east ofthe 
palace site. There was probably in the 16th century a Hindu temple at the 
top of the hill which had housed the sculptures in ‘the picture appertaining to 
the Brahmanical pantheon. ; 

Of the four effigies in stone of King Candasudhamma, better known to 
the Arakanese as “ Pazamin ” noticed by Forchhammer in_ his report two are 
ta be seen at the doorway of the police lock-up and the third in front of the 
hospital gate. The fourth was not traceable during my stay.at Mrohaung. 
When a proper museum building comes into being all these stone antiquities 
can very well be displayed in their proper show-cases. 


’ Six miles to the east of Mrohaung lies the Launggyet Village’ near 
which is a hill known as the Nattaung on the west bank of the Lémro 
Rivet. On the hill-top is a huge boulder, 79 feet long 7 feet’ high and the 
top’ sutface at its broadest is 44 feet in breadth, covered all over with 
inscription in Burmesé. ‘The letters are big and bold but because of the 
unevenness of the stone it is difficult to trace the beginning and end of the 
document. What struck meat the time I read the writing on the spot was 
the repetition of the‘sentence ‘“clgSogeaoragagonbac8 ” “ In the world of man there 


is none like unto me.” The document is not dated but paleographically it 
belongs to the 15th Century A.D. 


On the spur of the same hill about 50 feet to the north of the boulder are 


a few stone statuettes of Buddha in assorted sizes, some on the surface and 


others half buried in the ground and mostly broken on account of jungle fire.

The bell bears 
the name “‘ Mahameru Makuta ghandaraja ” and is kept hanging from a strong 
wooden. beam supported by two massive masonry pillars. Its dimensions 
are :—10 feet 3 inches in height, the waist of it 17 feet in circumference, 
the mouth has a diameter of 7 feet 4 inches ; its thickness is 8 inches at the 
mouth. Itcontains onits body 24 lines of Burmese inscription which is dated 
1189 B.E. i.e. 1827A.D. The writing reveals the weight of the bell to be 
1 lakh and fifty thousand tolas. The gift is made by King Bagyidaw (1819—37 
A.D.) and the casting of the bell is done by Naymyo Nandakyawthu, the 
copper-smith and Governor of Chundaung. 

All these antiquities I lighted upon, on my way from my camp at Amara- 
pura to the Linzin quarter where I discovered a christian burial ground 
overgrown with thick jungle. When I had cleared the vegetation 15 
inscribed tomb-stones were brought to light. While three of them mention 
mere names of the deceased in Burmese and Englisha few of them bear dates 
of birth and death and the rest record a brief biography of’ the individual 
buried bodies. The languages employed in these ‘documents are Burmese

ee oe ee discoveries with the published list I noticed that, 
I had hit upon seven new dated.inscriptions prior to 1858. 
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As I was ignorant of the Armenian: language I invoked:the aid of. the 
Director-General of Archeology in India and through his kind co-operation I got 
the following transcriptions of the four Armenian inscriptions and their English 
translations,done by Mr. J. Mackertich of the Armenian Holy Church of

. Pagan:—I made three visits to this ancient city in the course of the year. 
The -first-was with Professor: Luce of Rangoon University who was to write in 
collaboyation with me at the request of India Society in London a monograph 
onthe ruined cities of Burma. 

As we had’in-mind to devote 4 chapter of the monograph to the history 
of:the country -we went through the centents of a godd many of the important? 
inscriptions i si#w as well as at’the museum. 

ut Since also it was our desire to give genuine and authentic account! of 
each ancient building we had to try and connect as many inscribed stones, asv 
we'can of the museum with the monuments of Pagan and identify the 
structures whose names appear in these written records. 

While we were successful in discovering the provenance of a-few of ‘them 
we-had hopelessly failed in identifying that:of a good many. The reason isi 
not far to seek. Most of the collection ofepigraphs at the Museum came from: 
the Shinbinbodhi or Mahabodhi Pagoda and the area round:the Tharaba gate.

= totych of historical material and value became lost when ofe could tfot 
trace the place of origin of an inscription. Probably it was ‘Bodawpaya oe 
1819 A.D.) who was responsible for the relentless removal of these invaluable 
lithic records. Under his orders so many ‘of the inscribed stones all over 
Burma had to find their way to Amarapura, his ‘capital, for making copies of 
them and perhaps for compiling an authentic and complete history of Burma 
which he failed to do. The ones which Taw Sein Ko discovered at Shinbin- 
bodhi were ‘perhaps coHected too late to be shipped ‘to the King's .presertce. 
Side by side with the studying of the inscriptions we traced the evolution 
of ‘the architecture at Pagan period by period in connection with solid stupas 
and ‘square temples, big and small, squat and tall, far-ind near. We went = 
to external and internal details of each set of buildings as well as ee genera 
outline and in this matter we always adhered to their chronologica order. 
The inscriptions we studied are’one hundred and sixty ‘three ‘in number 
and the buildings we surveyed are one hundred and thirty three altogether. _ 
During my second visit I‘operfed up two moutids out of a stfies of six 
running north and south about 200 feet on the south ofa large tank near the 
Kusinara-Sima Pagoda about.a mile sowth-east of the Myinkaba Village. 
The first mound from the south was rising‘four feet above the surrounding 
surface and was.somewhat circular in shape measuring sixty feet aCTOSS.. 
The excavation here revealed a semi-subterranean square structure in 
ruins whose remaining walls of brick and mortar are threé feet thick on the 
west, three feet four inches-on:the east and north and 6 feet 3 inches thick ‘on 
the south.

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.From the debris was recovered a terra-cotta votive tablet bearing a 
bhimisparca Buddha flanked by two stipas big and small on both sides. 
Two lines of writing in nagari characters occur under the pedestal of the 
Buddha. Other objects which constitute the finds in this mound are :— 

Two stone gargoyles. Eight stone-bases of pillars. 
Twenty flagstones. i 

The antiquities lighted upon give us no clue as to the nature of the build- 
ing. Just because’a Buddhist plaque was there one cannot conclude that it is 
the remains of a religious repository. Can it be a pilgrim’s rest-house ? 


Preservation of the discovered antiquities.—My third visit to 
Pagan was devoted to giving finishing touches to the measures taken by me. 
during my second visit to arrest the decay of so many interesting antiquities 
such as ruinous temples, frescoes on the plastered walls, mural and lithic 
inscriptions, etc. 


Khemavara Pagoda.—One of such ruinous temples as referred to just 
now is the Khemavara Pagoda. The name of this monument is mentioned as 
the find-spot of an inscribed stone No. 50 of the Pagan Museum, in the 
elephant volume of Inscriptions Pagan, Pinya and Ava, page 109. 

As the stone is dated 569 B.E. (i.e. 1207 A.D.) and refers to a building 
which is a royal dedication, Professor Luce and I considered it very important 
to inspect the original site from which the stone was removed. Unfortunately 
no proper guide books and maps exist for us. The register in Burmese of the 


ruins of Pagan maintained by the departnient simply says that the Khemavara 


Pagoda is numbered 214 and its serial order is 353. The situation of the 
building is not given. qSoe0§ eareqeqS oSorqo:QoopSi is all that is written in the 
remarks column. The Departmental Publication No. 2 “ List of Pagodas at 
Pagan under the custody of Government” is a book which is now out of date. 
It confains a map which is now found to be highly inaccurate. 

Guided by such insufficient and wrong information Professor Luce and I 
made several fruitless search during my first visit. ; 

It was only during my second stay in Pagan that I found the find-spot of 
the stone with the help of U Tun Zan—an aged mason of the place. 

According to the map the Khemavara Pagoda is about two furlongs due 
east of Upali Thein and two furlongs north-east of Htilominlo. Upali Fhein 
is on the north of the Pagan-Nyaung-u Road. The pagoda, however, lies to 
the south of the road one furlong due east of the Htilominlo Temple, 5Q0 feet 
to the south-east of thé Shweleiktoo shrine and 100 feet to the north of the 
Kheminga Sima. Two furlongs north of the Khemavara Pagoda is the Wetkyi- 
in village two miles east of Pagan. ' 

The building belongs to the type of small square temples and is num- 
bered 224 and not 214 as in the register. 

The area round the temple was overgrown with jungle beyond the height 
of a man and the entrance into the building was blocked by thorny cactus 
trees, which were found growing on the roof also. Accumulated earth had 
badly buried its basement outside and considerably covered the floor inside. 

As the temple contains interesting sculptures, frescoes and mural inscrip- 
tions steps were at once taken to preserve them. : 

First of all the jungle over the area and on the sides and top of the 
temple were cleared, the earth round the basement outside and on the floor 
inside removed ; there was more than two feet of it. 

To facilitate the uprooting of trees on the roof certain courses of bricks 
had to be removed and relaid in lime mortar, filling’at the same time all the 
cracks in order to make the roof watertight. : 

Cleared of extraneous earth and veiling vegetation the building may now 


‘be described. It is a rectangular structure entirely of brick and mortar 


measuring 18! 2” from east to west and 22' 3” from north to south, It.has 
only a single entrance, an arched one on the east 4’ 2” wide and 5/ 4” high, 
Rising to a height of 14 feet the roof is crowned by a central conical stupa, 
which having lost its finial is 13 feet high and 12’ 5” in circumference at 
its base. At each of the four corners of the roof isa small stapa 1’ 3” high. 
Their bell-shaped drum is 3"9” in circumference. j 
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A huge hole at the base of the central stupa indicates that the ubiquitous 
treasure-hunter had done his depredations at this shrine and robbed the relic 
chamber of its contents.

Bronze Jambupati.—From amongst, the debris _at the. south-east 
corner of the roof was recovered a bronze Jambupati five inches in height 
seated in the adamantine pose on a stone seat 13 inches in height. It probably 
constitutes what is left over of the loot carried off by the vandals,

Facing the entrance and leaning the west wal? between the two nickes is 
the central image 4 feet 4 inchks High seated, .of a throne measuring 
4/5! x 3!

“ Museum storié No. 50.—The stone bears 38 lines of Burmese writing 
on one face only. The inscription says that King Nataungmya (i.e. the wearer 
of many ear-rings)‘-kiown' as Sri Tribhavanadityapavaradhammaraja on 
Thursday the first waxing of the month of Tagu in the year 569 B.E. 
(1207 A.D.) built‘a magnificent (temple) jewel, a library and a monastery. 
For the upkeep of the buildings’ and maintenance of monks he made 
benefactions and dedidations -of‘lands with the beating ‘of drum and 
blowing of trumpet in the presence of venerable’ monks and his courtiers 
much to the joy and delight of those who saw and.heard it. Whoever, be 
he the king who in future rules the country and the land which had now 
been given in charity and pure faith, or the king’s son or the queen 
or ministers big and striall’rob the lahd to énjoy its products or spoil it, ‘may 
he in his present existence suffer eight kinds of punishments and thereafter 
undergo torture in the eighthells.

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The epigraph thérefore makes no mention of the Khemavara Pagoda 
although it was in its enclosure that the stone was discovered. One would 


wonder therefore whether the writing refers to the great and magnificent 


temple Htilominlo which lies one furlong due west of the Khemavara Pagoda, 
a shrine much too small to be regarded as a royal dedication. 

Nataungmya of this epigraph is usually written’as Nantaungmya’ in the 
chronicles. The King is also known as Htilominlo’, Zeyathinhka® and Ujana*. 
As the builder of temples Harvey’ writes of him as follows :— 

‘The King built the Sittana Pagoda near Pagan on a Cingalese pattern, 
completed’ the Gawdawpalin which his father left unfinished, and built the 
Mahabodhi and Htilominlo Temples. The Mahabodhi is a second-rate piece 
of work but possesses interest as being a copy of the temple at Buddhagaya. 
The Htilominlo, a magnificent creation built on the spot where the white 
umbrella had bowed down before him as a youth, is the last of the series of 
great temples at Pagan, although smaller ones of merit, suchas the Thanbula, 
built in 1255, continued to be constructed for a generation or so.” 

In the list of buildings traditionally assigned to Nadaungmya, Khemavara 
does not occur either. :

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_Over hisleft’shouldér he wears a sacred thread kriown as the Upavita. 
“silky shawl falls, over his shoulders and elbows like a pair of streamers 
hanging on his sides. His skin is brown and his white dhoti bears stripes of 
yellow and brown. 

Like the other Vishnu figures in this temple he is daintily dressed and 
decorated. He wears a handsome and bejewelled head-dress conical in shape 
tapering flame-wise towards the top, a pair of ear-ornaments with a rin g 
pendent each, a double-banded- necklace set with gems as well as an armlet 
and two bangles respectively on each arm and wrist. A gem-set girdle goes 
round his ‘waist., Standing on a doubleband lotus-throne seven inches high 
and 21 inches broad ‘the figute of the god measures 5 feet 3 inches in height. 

__ His replica on the opposite wal? wears a plain white dhoti and carries 
slightly different attributes, In two of his right hands he holds a long-handled 
spear and a bell with a sWord-shaped handle. The objects in the two 
remaining right hands are'ifo longer visible on the wall. In his left hands the 
god ‘has a lotus flower, dn Biikusa’ a dagger and what looks like a Yak-tail 
whisk or a knife with a crescent-shaped blade. 

' ‘The interest of these frescoes lies in the fact that they depict a Brahmani- 
cal god, the second but the most ancient and popular deity of the Hindu 
Triad in a Buddhist temple of post-Kyanzittha period of the 12th century A.D.

According to a,mural inscription which runs :— 
obsag song [HR . . . . caorcgodoeiu 

,Man anantastiza chryia , ... che re tau mi e’ 

The painting was doné by the ‘freceptor of Mati Anantasira. 
The artist is probably a Buddhist and the frescoes are in a Buddhist 
temple and, the Hindu god here has been Burmanised. All the faces of the 
figures bear Burmese featurés and any Burmese pilgrim seeing them is sure to 
remark that they are Burmese divinities in his ignorance of the attributes 
thost of which (at least four) are those of Vishnu. 

_ ‘At thé Shwezigdn pagoda, King Anoratha (1044-77 A.D.) built the shrines 
of the entire pantheon of the Thirty Seven Nat spirits. The King’s motive 
was, according to Harvey’, to convert the heathens into Buddhists. A similar 
idéa, namely : fo:convert the Vaistiavites into Buddhists, must have entered the 
head of the artist when he painted the frescoes in the Lokadkshaung Temple.

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Thaton.—To prepare an archaeological map for the monograph mentioned 
in, the early portion of this report I surveyed the old capital and could trace 
the, old city walls and moats, three on the east and north and two on the west and 
south respectively. At several sectors they had becomea series of shapeless 
mounds and dry ditches. : 

The late larhented Mr. Taw Sein Ko in his Notes on the Antiquities of 
Réaimafifiadésa * wiifes: ‘“‘ There are five Talaing inscriptions at Thatén: four 
in thé énclosuré of Shwezayan Pagoda, and-the remaining one under a banyan 
tree at Nyaungwaing: Their paleography indicates that their age is about 400 
years. : ‘ 

Wher U Mya, one of my predecessors, visited Thatén in 1933, he saw in 
the) Shwezayan compound seven inscribed stones, five in early Moén, one 
medieval and the seventh illegible. No mention is made of the Nyaungwaing 
inscription nor of the two qther lithic records one of which at least is in early 
‘Mort on: the-platform gf the. Myathabeik Pagoda on top of the hill of the same 
name, : 

One- of the Myathabeik stones lying close to the parapetted wall of the 
pagoda platform measures 2/10” x 2’ 4” and is 4 inches thick. It contains 30 
lines of writing above which in the triangular top is a bhimisparca Buddha 
in relief} Due {o rain-water beating on its face for hundreds of years all the 
lettets on the stone are no longer legible. 

The other stone lies near the ton of the western approach. It is 3 inches 
thick and measures 2’x 1’7". Six lines of early Mén writing are on 
it. In the second line ‘‘ Das smin dhammaraja ” could be read

eer down from the hill Professor Luce and I reached the Nyaung- 
waing quarter where.a young Burman coming out from the Nyaungwaing 
monastery was ready to respond to our request to show'us the site of the 
Nyaungwaing Inscription. « a _ 

With the young man’s kindica-operation we made a rediscovery, notin its 
entirety but a broken half, of the Nyaungwaing inscriptiom in a road-sidé drain 
under the fallen banyan tree of enormous size north of the road about 50 feet 
north-west of the monastery. 

Although the remaining half could be nowhere else but must be still 
lying somewhere under the tree I had not yet recovered it as the removing of 
the tree would entail a great deal of labour and time. Moreover Professor 
Luce had limited number of days at his disposal to visit various centres of 
archzeological interest and I had to accompany him. The site, however, will 
have to be carefully explored early next year. a: 

The recovered fragment measures 4’ x 1'2” and it is one foot in 
thickness. For my close study and safety of the stone it had been 
removed from'the find-spot to the Circuit house where it was left behind till 
my next visit. eon 

The writing on the stone consisting of 38 lines is mostly fegible and 
compates closely with the Myagan stone * of Kyanzittha now stone No. 118 of 
the Pagan Museum. ‘The phrase Smin dhammaraja referring tod King 
Kyanzittha appears thrice on this fragment in lings 14, 29 and 34. 


An enamelled Jataka plaque at Thaton.—While at Thatén,I met 
Deputy Commissioner U Khin Maung Yin wha handed over to me a green- 
glazed térracotta plaque 9” x 8$"’x 1” bearing sculptures in relief and a line of 
inscriptioh in Burmese. ; ‘ 

According to U Khin Maung Yin'the plaque-was found undet a tree in 
his compotnd. ‘ 7 

The plaque’ is similar to the ones discovered by the department at 

‘Makkhaya and Myinzaing in Kyauksé District. The probability therefore is 
‘that a Deputy Commissioner while at Kyauks® must have picked up 
this antiquity on one of his visits to the historic sites of his district and on his 
transfer bréught’ it to Thatén where he must have left behind. 
, The pictures on the plaque are-those-of a tree-divinity on a tree at.one 
corner and two men under an umbrella kneeling and talking to one another 
in the centre.

“- Stone sculptures at the Shwezayan Pagoda.—Besides the seven 
stones with Mon writing there are also afew stone sculptures standing 
ar the walls,gf a Wat or tazaung a few feetto the east-north-east of the 
winpa. ; 

'itrOn the occasion of U Mya’s second visit to Thatén in 1934-35 he saw a 
festi Buddha images of which he made mention of a standing sandstone 
‘Buddha and.a metal Jambupati. 
 * Since U’Mya’s visit more stone sculptures had been discovered by the 
‘local people and deposited at the tazaung réfered to above. 

Plate II is a picture oft one of these sculptures.

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“+” ‘Phe Buddha in this sculpture is depicted in bold relief on a sandstone 
slab with a halo round his head. His right hand is hanging on _his side with 
palms facing outwards in the varada mudra or boon-giving pose. His left 
hand is somewhat doubled up with his fingers in an argumentative attitude. 
On the two sides of the nimbus above the Buddha’s shoulders are two brah- 
mani ducks also in relief facing one another inwards. The sandstone slab 
was originally found in two fragments one after another with an interval in 
between of a year or so. They had been pieced together and the two together 
measure 2’ 4" x 4! 6!", : 

The sculpture is the prototype of those in the Ananda temple at Pagan 
where the same scene in Buddha’s life in a more developed style of art may 
be noticed. 

The probable episode depicted here is the asking’ of Buddha for 
inheritance by his son Rahula and Buddha giving his son'the legacy of 
renunciation. The figure of Rahula is no doubt missing on the stone slab. 

_ Plate HI figure 1 isa picture of another Buddha. Here he is in the 
round and is of porous stone. He wears a royal attire and is seated in the 
adamantine posture. The pedestal is 3 inches high and the Buddha measures 
12” 8" His ushnisha had broken off. Stylistically the sculpture 
belongs to the 10th-11th Century A.D. 


The Lime-stone Caves in Thaton District.—While camping at 
-Thaton, Professor Luce and I devoted one day to the visiting of the limestone 
caves in the district. 

The first collection of caves we came to are the Binji caves, 15 miles from 
‘That6n and about 3 or 4 miles along the road from Duyinseik. Here 
Mr. L. F. Taylor discovered in 1919 a terracotta votive tablet of the 11th-12th 
Century A.D. bearing an early M6n Inscription!, 

To our disappointment, however, we saw a few terracotta tablets 
sticking on to the walls and ceilings of the caves but did not light upon any 
interesting finds. ; 

Kawgun caves constitute ‘our next place of visit, They are 50 miles 
from Thaton and 26 miles along the Salween River from Moulmein. 

Sir R.C. Temple who visited these caves in 1892 gave an interesting 
description * of them as well as their contents accompanied by five Photographs 
of the exterior and entrance as well as a sketch plan of the main cave, ‘ 

The late lamented Mr. Taw Sein Ko also wag a visitor to those caves, in 
1891. He discovered wooden images of Buddha with inscriptions op their 
pedestals. 

Over and above what these two scholars saw on the occasions of their 
visits | made many more interesting discoveries. ‘ 

To mention a few, they consist of two Buddhist sculptures of stone with 
early Mon writing on them ; One Hindu stone sculpture depicting Vishnu 
lying on the serpent Ananta, and’a few varieties of terracotta sculptures ; many 
mural inscriptions one of which is a three-line ancient Indian inscription. 

As our stay:in the caves was very short, about an hour, as I am in corres- 
pondence with the Director-General of Archeology in India in connection 
with the ancient Indian mural record and alsoas J intend to visit the caves 
again and explore very thoroughly early next year, I reserve my report on these 
caves for my next annual. 


The same remark applies to our still shorter visit to the Pagat caves about 
two miles away from the Kawgun ones. 


The Kyaiktai Inscription.—On my way from Thatén to Hmawza I 
broke my journey at Zokth6ok to inspect the Sculptured wall of laterite now 
one of the protected monumentts under the Ancient Monuments Preservation 
Act noticed in his report by U Mya in the year 1934-35. For want of time 
(since I must join Professor Luce at Hmawza in two-days’ time thereafter and 
since I must read the Kyaiktai inscription also on the spot the very same day) 
I could not do jungle clearing round the wall though I very much liked to jn 
order that with luck I might make interesting finds there.

Myoma.—The Deputy Commissjoper, Prome, forwarded to.me a copy of 
Special Report No. 3647, dated the 5th September 1940, from the Circle 
Inspector of Police, Paukkaung to the District Superintendent of Police, 
Prome, which says,that a big arrcient pagoda, known as Shwesaryan standing 
on the bank of the North Nawin choung near the Myoma Village was. split 
into two by. the action of the rising water and half of it was carried away by 
the current on.the 25thi Aygust 1940. : 

The local belief is that} the Pagoda was built by King Sdkkadé, the 
cousin and stepfather of Anawratha (1044-1077 A.D.). ; : 

When the headman ‘and villagers of’ Myoma examined the extent of 

damage they discovered that the contents of the relic chamber had also gone, 
and after a careful search they recovered when the water had, subsided some 
of the relics from the sandy bed of the creek. ; 
With:the kind co-operation:of U Ba Tin, Deputy Commissioner of:Prome, 
I had the opportunity of going and inspecting the antiquities whieh were in 
charge of the abbot of the Myorna monastery as well as the ruined: pagoda 
during my stay at Hmawza. 1 

The pagoda is a solid stupa some 70 feet high from its base to the 
finial. It has a relic chamber with a vaulted roof. The radiating round 
arches which constitute the walls and the roof of the relic chamber are typically 
Pagan and the antiquities, particularly the terracottas, date back to early Pagan

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with a terracotta votive tablet which according to him was discovered with 
other similar ones 180 in number at Tagu Village, Tenasserim Township when 
an old Thein was being repaired by the villagers. 


The Deputy Commissioner in his forwarding letter dated the 26th April 
«1940 says :— 


“The remaining slabs or tablets dre said to have been reburied by the villagers. In the 


meantime I have called for a report from the Township Officer, Tenasserim and a further 
communication will follow later.” 


On the 6th of May 1940, I received two terracotta votive tablets forwarded 
by the Deputy Commissioner with his letter No. 4080/4A.2, dated Mergui, the 
ist May 1940, together with a report to hirh by the Township Officer on the 
antiquities. 

According to the Township, Officer the discovery was made ‘since Waso 
last (June-July 1939) while digging earth for planting vegetables and not for 
erection of the Thein (an ordination hall', 

The Deputy Commissioner, Mergui, has been asked toreconcile the two 
statements made by Mr. George and the Township Officer respectively. His 
reply is awaited. ‘ 

_, All the three terracotta tablets are alike in every respect. Each measures 

3x2" and depicts the Buddha seated cross-legged in the earth-touching 

‘attitude on a lotus throne under a trifoliated arch surmounted by a hti 
(umbrella) ; over the crown of the arch and on each side of the Afi are bodhi 

branches and leaves. ''The scylpture,is therefore that of a scene in Buddha’s 

life representing the episode of his complete enlightenment under the Bo-tree. 

Flanking the Buddha are five miniaturé stapas on each side of him. 
This kind of plaque is common in Burma; many examples had’been 


found at Pagan and Hmawza (old Prome), which belong to the 10th-11th 
Century A.D. E

sculptures was made by one ‘Ko Thet She and a newspaper reporter at a ruined 
sima (ordination hall) on, 4 hillock 40 feet high at the Tat-u Village, Tenasserim 
Township. : 

-Loca tradition has,it-that they, are 400 years old and they bear the stamp 
of, Siamese influence, : 

According to,the Township Officer the images are 2 to 3 cubits in 
perimeter and 4 to 7 cubits in height and are too heavy to'remove for despatch 
to this office, They, contain no writing. 

It' is my intention to examine these heavy antiquities when I make:an 
archeological tour to that part of Burma.

Myanaimng.—At Myanaung in Henzada district one Koyin Kyaw Sein 
and Phongyi U Withokda, 4 Buddhist nevice‘ and monk respectively: were 
reported to have demolished two pagodas in their monastic compound known 
as the Tawya Kyaung: The relic chambers of the pagodas yielded 27' images 

of alabaster. They are all ‘Bhimisparca Buddhas of different dimensions. 
Seventeen of them are, so says the Detective Sub-Inspector, whose report I 
received through the Deputy Commissioner, Henzada, about 18 inches, six 
are about 10 inches and three are about 8 inches in height: None of these 
has any writing. arly 

The remaining one,-however; which is about 10 inches high and kept as 
exhibit in C.R.T. No. 70/40 under section 295, Indian Penal Code, at the court 
of the Ist, Additional Magistrate, Myanaung, bears the following inscription’.

Here it pains me to find so many important inscriptions so valuable for 
the study of Burmese history, epigraphy and philology, some lying in the 
open, others amongst thick jungles and still others in fields of crops exposed, 
to the action of weather and human hands for many an inscribed slab had in 
the past often become whetting or washing stones before the Archeologist 
could discover them and preserve them properly. 


Pinya and Avaare not new to the Department for, in his report, for i 
year ending 31st March 1925 my immediate. predecessor M. Duroiselle 
writes’ :— | : 

©, “Pada-u has become known in Burmese annals from the fact of its being situated at the 
head ie bridge crossing a.stream running between the two old sites of Panya and Ava,

ig said that this bridge was first built by Maung Oh, the brother of t 
Larne ‘Me Nu, the Chief Queen of King Bagyidaw (1819-1837). But there are traces to 


‘show that it had been in existence long before his time. The brick approach to the bridge 


‘oda the Tada-u side was built in a series of arches of the Pagan style, and the name Tada-u 


(Bridge head) is mentioned in the history of the Mingalazedi Pagoda which was built at' 


‘Tdda-u by King Mingaung II in 1496 A.D. The latter at least shows that there had been a: 


bridge already of a more or less permanent nature, and Maung Oh must have repaired and 


” étended it. 


t one mile anda half to the south of Tada-u, there is still a village known as 
pace called ee the old city founded by Thihathu in 1312 A.D. There may still be. seen 
some vestiges of the old city in the remains of its walls, pagodas and other ruins. wavy 
sidle of the road there may be seen a row of ruined temples which are in the Pagan s hes 
‘Phey are three in number, the largest in the centre being known, as Einya-gyaung Temple. 
It was built by King Uzana in 1340 A.D. Uzana was the son of Kyawzwa, King of Pagari:. 
When the latter was dethroned and killed by the three, Shan brothers, his queen, who was 
then bethrothed to Thihathu, was already big with child for three months. That'child was; 
Uzana. He belonged, on the maternal side, to the sea dynasty, and he evidently bre to 
revive Pagan architecture dt Panya ‘when be became King in 1322 A.D. The base of ae 
teniple on the south side was ornamehted with glazed tiles illustrating the Jataka scenes ; only 
afew now remain. All these temples are now#in ruins, buried in their débris. i 


At the time of my visit the jungle round these temples was too dense to 
facilitate thorough exploration of thems It was my intention to visit Panya 
again late in the cold season of the year butd was busy with the work of the 
Secretary of Pali University Enquiry Committee, an extra-departmental work 
undertaken at the request of Government. va 


It will be my endeavour to visit Panya and Ava again at the latter part of 
next year and explore the temples thoroughly and also to draw up a scheme 
for preserving the inscriptions properly after making a complete survey of 
them. ;

Armenian. 

The deceased referred to in this document is Ibharam, Greek by 
nationality, native of Rome. As owner of a ship he came at the age of 39 to 
séll his piecegoods on the 11th waxing of Tabodwe 1175 B.E. to the royal city 
of. Amarapura where he, took up his abode at the Kyéntan quarter. In the: 
year 1182 B.E. when, the royal residence changed over to Ava he also moved 
his business office and residence to Kényodan quarter. In 1199 B.E. when 
Amarapura became again the royal city he once more moved his residence to 
Mingalazé quarter in West town. He was enjoying the king’s patronage when 
he died of ninety-six diseases on the 12th waxing of Tabodwe in 1021 B.E. 
[1840 A.D.] 

For the Armenian version reference may be made to the exploration 
section of this report according to which Ibrahim died on the 16th February 
1840 at the age of 50. 

(4) A. thre¢-line Burmese inscription followed by seven lines of 
Armenian. The former records the death on the 2nd waxing of Wagaung 
1212 B.E. [1850 A.D.] of Maung Su Kra, aged 35, a celebrated captain, an 
Armenian by nationality, and a native of Namakyit Village in Iran. A 
transliteration and translation of the latter appears in Section II. 

(5) A Burmese Inscription of seven lines, which records the death of 
Captain Ibransat' of Rome. He came with piecegoods at the age of 25 to the 
royal city of Amarapura in the month.of Tabodwe 1158 B.E. [1796 A.D.]. At 
the Yattan quarter on the West of the city he built a brick building where he 
conducted his business in rubies for more than 28 years enjoying the royal 
patronage. He died at the age of 53 on the 2nd waxing of Pyatho in the year 
1186 B.E. [1824 A.D.]. 

This is followed by four lines of Armenian a transcription and translation 
of which have been given in the chapter on Exploration.

dis: Pagan.—Inside a ruinous two-storeyed monastery of brick in the 
‘emyethna Pagoda enclosure at Minnanthu, Pagan, was found a small stone- 
lab bearing Burmese inscription which had become illegible. Only the date 
‘could be read and it is 567 B.E. [1205 A.D.]. 
‘1° A terracotta tablet bearing Kyanzittha’s seal in seven lines was discovered 
in a Mon temple No. 41% (gha) on the west of the main road a mile-south of 
the Lokananda Pagoda. A fuller report on it will appear in my next number. 

Prome.—At the north-east corner of the platform of the Shwesandaw 
Pagoda at Prome, I discovered a stone slab bearing thirteen lines of partly 
legible writing in Burmese on one face. The date in the Sasana Era could no 
Jonger be read. In the common Burmese, Era the date on the stone is given 
as Sunday the 8th waxing of (Tawthalin ?) in the (Phalagun ?) year of 913 ie. 
1351 A.D. It probably records royal dedications of revenue from customs and 
land to the Shwesandaw shrine. Oo . 

_Kyaukse.—All over the Kyauksé District may be found epigraphs in 
ancient Burmese on stones of sand, limé, granite and alabaster. , ‘ 

I made here interesting rediscoveries of 33 inscribed stones and made 
new finds of four of them. Of the four, three are at the Yamongyi Village and 
one at the Kalagyaung Village. 

.. Yamdongyi is six miles north of Myittha and there is a pagoda known as 
Shwepauk6ék in whose enclosure there is a s?ma, an ordination hall. 
The Buddhist monks residing in a monastery close by had converted, two 
‘of the inscribed stones into boundary pillars of the sima in their ignorance of 
the historical value of these lithic records. |

What rémains of the 
thirteen lines of writing gives us a list-of paddy lands and slaves followed “by 
usual bertedictions and imprecations. Towards the end a list of seven 
ear-witnesses and the name of thescribe are given. . 

The third stone which is now in the custody’of the local headman ‘was 
discovered near a ruinous pagoda in a very thickyjungle one mile to.the north 
of the Yamongyi Village. On each of the-two faces of the stone are fifteen lines 
of writing in Burmese which have become mostly illegible. The:obverst face 
bears a.date which looks like 503 B.E.i(1141 A.D.). On the‘reverse isanother 
date, whose last two digits are 6 and 8. The inscription probably records. 
dedications of lands and slaves to a pagoda. It concludes with usyal prayers 
rand curses. 

The.find at Kalagyaung constitutes the fourth inscription which-is nowiin 
the custody of thé village headman. It was discovered at a spot about 100 feet 
south-east of a big meund. of brick néar the north of the north city wall at the 
north-east corner of the-Old Myinsaing city, five miles three furlongs east of 
Kyauksé along ‘the Irrigation road. The stone has twenty lines of writing 6n 
‘ane: face only and containstwo documents one of which ‘is dated 759 B.B. 
(1397 A.D.) and the other 661 B.E. (1299 A.D.) : 

The former recdrds the offering of land to-a monastery followed ‘by usual 
benedictions and imprecations. The latter mentions the dedicationtof paddy 
‘land to a pagoda and has a similar concluding prayer and curse as the former. 

The name of a king Mankricwa occurs in dinés six and seven of the 
fepigraph. This King is probably the same as Minkyiswasawke (1368-1401 A.D.) 
of the chronicles. ,

.MUSEUMS, -AND TREASURE TROVE. “ 


Mrohaung.—Not less ‘than 42 stone sculptures and inscriptions 4were 
‘brought over from variotis ancient sites at Mrohaung and deposited! in the 
sculpture shed. The dist which is too ‘long to be embodied in this report-is 
maintained in the office at Mandalay. Mention may, however, be mid? of'the 
following outstanding objects: The’ frist is. a dady devotee offering: flowers 
apparently to Buddha discovered at a ruinous Stipa at the foot-hill on the'way 
to the Tejarama monastety, one mile north of Mrohaung. The ’second is-a 
stone elephant with its rider and mahout discovered on top of a hill about a 
furlong to the south of the Tejarama monastery. The third is a ‘stone parrot 
picking up its food from a tray. ‘Its find-spot is on the east of a ruined pagoda 
to the north-east of the Tejarama monastery. The fourth dnd‘ fifth were 
discovered near the Lemyethna Pagoda and they are stoné makara and lion 
heads respectively. The sixth is a‘stone monkey brought from the wayside to 
the west of the Dukkan Thein.
